EPISTLE 

To  Friends  Everywhere, 

“An  epistle  is  a communication  between  Yearly  Meetings. This  statement  is  misleading. 
Yearly  Meetings  do  not  read  nor  hear  epistles.  People  as  individuals  read  and  people  as  indi- 
viduals hear  epistles,  if  communication  is  to  take  place.  As  we  think  of  you  everywhere,  we  try 
to  think  of  you  as  individuals  we  know  and  want  to  know.  It  is  to  individuals  we  address  this 
message,  as  through  the  troubled  and  desperate  feelings  of  our  day  it  has  come  to  us. 

Members  of  our  Monthly  Meetings  have  served  as  crew  members  in  the  Everyman  sailings. 
Individuals  have  walked  hundreds  of  miles,  stood  long  hours  in  quiet  witness  and  in  reverent 
vigils  of  prayer.  Even  as  we  have  met  together  a few  members  of  our  families  and  our  Meetings 
wait  in  jails  and  prison  camps  for  the  visitor  and  the  letter  and  the  comforting  word  which  will 
reveal  an  understanding  of  their  act. 

More  than  ever  before  in  our  gatherings  we  have  felt  a longing  to  communicate  with  each 
other  ^ deep  levels  and  to  reach  out  to  help  and  be  helped  in  our  struggle  to  find  the  way  of  God. 
More  than  ever  before  we  have  known  we  are  not  two  Yearly  Meetings  - the  adult  and  the  young 
briends  — but  one.  All  of  us  have  found  we  can  take  steps  we  never  believed  possible,  and  that 
we  can  differ  with  vigor  and  still  with  love.  Even  though  we  are  aware  of  the  weaknesses  in  our- 
selves,  we  are  supported  by  the  love  others  have  for  us  and  the  knowledge  we  are  in  God’s  hand. 

We  have  watched  vyith  joy  and  thankfulness  members  dedicating  themselves  to  obedience 
to  the  leadings  of  the  Light.  Obedience  in  public  witness;  the  obedience  of  the  family  which 
continues  to  accept  the  protracted  consequences  of  refusal  to  submit  to  loyalty  oaths;  obedience 
in  the  usually  unnoticed,  alway  important  business  parents  have  to  do,  which  is  to  provide  a 
climate  in  which  children  can  make  the  right  choices;  obedience  of  the  gentle  and  persistent 
witn^essing  in  daily  work,  school  and  social  contacts;  obedience  in  the  lives  of  older  Friends  who 
unable  to  be  outwardly  active,  support  and  inspire  all  with  prayer-full  and  faith-full  lives. 

This  stretching  and  turning  of  our  minds  and  hearts  to  individuals  nearby  has  drawn  us  to 
the  many  groups  of  Friends  in  our  Society  who  may  have  leadings  - or  who  may  use  words  - 
ditlerent  from  our  own.  Your  epistles  have  been  helpful  in  reminding  us  that  there  is  a living 
spirit  ot  Jesus  in  all  men.  This  is  the  guide  we  are  sure  we  each  must  follow  faithfully  into  the 
troubled  days  ahead.  ’

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SUMMARY  OF  YEARLY  MEETING  SESSIONS 

This  report  on  the  1962  Yearly  Meeting  is  presented  alpha- 
betically by  committee  or  program,  and  includes  both 
informal  comments  on  workshops  and  panels,  and  official 
reports  to  plenary  sessions,  along  with  any  minuted 
decisions.  My  thanks  go  to  an  able  team  of  reporters  — 
Martha  Dart,  Jackie  Dunham,  Jeanne  Lohmann,  Shirley 
Tweed  and  Jack  Umer  — for  their  notes  on  several  activi- 
ties, as  well  as  to  our  Recording  Clerk  for  his  excellent 
Minutes  on  the  entire  session.  V.B.H. 

AMERICAN  FRIENDS  SERVICE  COMMITTEE 

Russ  Jorgensen,  staff  member  of  the  San 
Francisco  AFSC  office,  spoke  of  the  relation- 
ship between  the  Service  Committee  and  the 
Society  of  Friends.  He  posed  some  queries  for 
each  group  to  ask  the  other.  The  Committee 
was  described  as  a “necessary  and  urgent 
expression  of  a religious  feeling.” 

DISCIPLINE  COMMITTEE 

This  Committee  has  recently  published  a 
revised  edition  of  the  1957  Discipline,  incor- 
porating several  changes  and  additions  made  in 
the  past  few  years.  The  hope  was  expressed 
that  each  Yearly  Meeting  family  will  obtain  a 
copy  and  study  it  this  year. 

Work  is  now  in  progress  on  several  sections 
to  be  added  to  the  Discipline  later.  The  Com- 
mittee was  also  asked  to  continue  the  study, 
begun  by  Policies  and  Procedures  Committee, 
of  the  purpose  and  structure  of  the  various 
Yearly  Meeting  Committees. 

Yearly  Meeting  approved  the  Committee’s 
recommendation  that  members  be  appointed  for 
three-year  terms,  instead  of  two. 

EDUCATION 

This  past  year  the  Education  Committee  has 
emphasized  the  children’s  program  in  our  Meet- 
ings. Next  year  attention  will  be  mainly  di- 
rected to  adult  education  and  our  schools. 

Religious  Education  W orkshop. 

Two  main  questions  were  considered  at  the 
Religious  Education  Workshop  this  year: 

What  is  primary  to  the  religious  nurture  of  the 
child's  sense  of  God? 

Meeting  for  Worship  is  fundamental  for  both 
adults  and  children.  We  need  to  trust  our  chil- 
(Jren’s  growth  in  the  capacity  for  real  worship, 
the  gradual  change  from  “a  boring  half  hour” 
to  the  attitude  that  led  a girl  to  say  as  her 
younger  brother  left  Meeting,  “He  doesn’t  know 
what  he’s  missing.” 

Religious  literacy  is  important,  if  our  chil- 
dren are  to  have  the  tools  for  reaching  deci- 
sions, and  Meetings  should  share  ideas,  ma- 
terials and  techniques  to  help  improve  the 
quality  of  our  First  Day  Schools.  But  most  im- 
portant are  the  relationships  between  parents 
and  teachers  and  children.  Families  should  be 
encouraged  to  practice  silent  waiting  in  their 
homes. 


Children  need  the  security  of  worshipping 
among  people  they  know  and  love.  They  are 
acutely  sensitive  to  our  attitudes  and  expres- 
sions as  we  worship,  and  can  often  be  spon- 
taneously helpful  during  the  Meeting  for  Worship. 
How  can  we  bring  the  ‘different*  child  into  the 
close  family  of  the  Meeting? 

We  sometimes  feel  awkward  in  trying  to 
communicate  with  the  ‘different’  child,  and  our 
approach  also  depends  on  the  family’s  attitude. 
But  as  we  learn  to  accept  one  another,  recog- 
nizing that  we  are  all  ‘different’  and  handi- 
capped in  various  ways,  the  problems  vanish. 
Reaching  out  to  the  child  may  also  be  the  best 
way  to  reach  his  parents,  who  are  often  troubled 
and  searching  for  an  answer. 

Our  ‘different’  children  must  have  the 
chance  to  succeed  and  to  fail,  finding  within 
the  Meeting  resources  with  which  to  meet 
failure  and  rejection.  Friends  must  learn  to  go 
within  the  area  where  the  child  lives,  to  dis- 
cover the  richness  there,  and  not  merely  try  to 
break  through  the  walls. 

We  have  far  to  go  as  we  strive  towards 
truly  meeting  and  understanding  one  another. 
As  we  work  and  pray  to  give  our  best  insights 
to  each  other,  we  are  all  brought  more  fully 
into  the  family  of  the  Meeting. 

FRIEND  IN  THE  ORIENT 

The  need  to  experiment  in  new  concepts  of 
person-to-person  relationships  in  a world  grow- 
ing closer  together  was  pointed  up  by  the 
reports  of  our  Friends  who  were  in  Africa  last 
summer.  (See  Friends  World  Committee  Report 
below.)  The  Friend  in  the  Orient  project  is  one 
such  experiment,  and  Yearly  Meeting  is  for- 
tunate that  David  and  Catherine  Bruner  will  be 
serving  in  this  capacity  for  the  coming  year. 
They  leave  in  September  for  Japan,  Hong  Kong 
and  Korea. 

The  proposal  to  undertake  a second  year  of 
this  program  was  considered,  but  Yearly  Meet- 
ing felt  unprepared  to  do  so  now.  The  Peace 
Committee  was  asked  to  consult  with  Japan 
Yearly  Meeting  and  other  Friends,  and  to  report 
to  a later  Interim  Committee  or  Yearly  Meeting 
session. 

FRIEND  IN  WASHINGTON 

Cecil  Thomas  gave  a lively  report  on  his 
five  months  as  the  Friend  in  Washington.  He 
spoke  of  the  real  need  filled  by  this  program, 
in  which  other  Yearly  Meetings  are  increasingly 
participating,  and  of  his  hope  that  more  indi- 
viduals would  be  able  to  go  to  Washington  for 
short  periods  of  time. 

Yearly  Meeting  approved  the  Peace  Com- 
mittee’s recommendation  that  this  program  be 
continued.  We  will  try  to  raise  S4000  for  this 
year.  Checks  may  be  made  out  to  Friends  Com- 
mittee on  National  Legislation  and  sent  to 
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Harriet  Schaffran,  700  Hancock  Way,  El  Cerrito, 
California. 

FRIENDS  COMMITTEE 
ON  NATIONAL  LEGISLATION 

Henry  Lohmann,  of  the  Northern  California 
FCL,  spoke  of  the  Committee’s  efforts  in  four 
major  areas  this  past  year:  work  towards  gen- 
eral disarmament  and  a test  ban;  increased 
funds  for  the  Disarmament  Agency;  passage  of 
the  UN  Bond  Purchase  bill;  and  sending  food 
to  China. 

FRIENDS  SCHOOLS 

Yearly  Meeting  heard  encouraging  reports 
on  the  progress,  growth  and  hopes  for  several 
Friends  Scmools,  including  Pacific  Ackworth, 
Argenta,  and  the  John  Woolman  School.  The 
latter  has  just  purchased  a large  ranch  near 
Grass  Valley,  California  — where  this  year’s 
Summer  School  was  held  — and  hopes  to  open 
in  September,  1963. 

FRIENDS  WORLD  COMMITTEE 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting’s  three  representa- 
tives to  Friends  World  Committee  reported  on 
its  1961  sessions  held  in  Kenya. 

Femer  Nuhn  reported  on  the  larger  scene 
and  gave  us  an  account  of  the  tremendous 
speed  with  which  changes  are  occurring  in 
Africa.  (For  a full  report  of  FemeFs  experiences,  see 
the  February,  1962  issue  of  the  BULLETIN .) 

Floyd  Schmoe  told  of  the  FWC  sessions  at 
Kaimosi,  Kenya.  The  1964  Committee  sessions 
will  be  held  in  Dublin,  Ireland;  and  the  Third 
World  Conference  of  Friends  will  be  at  Guilford 
College,  North  Carolina  in  1967. 

Crete  hen  Tuthill  gave  a more  personal 
account  of  her  visits  with  families  and  indi- 
vidual Friends,  and  told  of  her  experiences  at 
Elast  Africa  Yearly  Meeting,  held  just  prior  to 
the  World  Committee  session. 

After  their  reports  our  Friends  showed 
colored  slides  selected  to  illustrate  the  points 
made  in  their  presentations. 


INCORPORATION 

Herbert  Jones  reported  that  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  is  now  incorporated,  as  of  August  10, 
1962.  Officers  of  the  Corporation  are: 

Stephen  Thiermann,  President 
Herbert  Jones,  Vice-President 
Russell  Jorgensen,  Secretary-Treasurer 

By-laws  have  been  adopted.  Problems  of 
liabily  insurance  for  Yearly  Meeting  activities, 
assistance  to  Monthly  Meetings  as  a holding 
corporation  for  property,  and  bequests  to  the 
Yearly  Meeting  are  matters  which  will  receive 
attention  this  next  year. 


MINISTRY  AND  OVERSIGHT 

(Both  in  Ruth  Schmoe's  presentatiofi  to  the  Yearly  Meeting 
session  and  in  the  written  report,  some  of  the  Committee's 
discoveries,  questions  and  concerns  were  mentioned.  In 
addition,  a fruitful  two-day  workshop  was  held  on  The 
Nature  of  the  Helping  Relationship.  Since  all  of  these 
deserve  fuller  consideration  than  is  possible  here,  they 
will  appear  in  the  next  issue.) 

Members  of  this  Committee  and  the  Visi- 
tation Committee  visited  and  corresponded  with 
many  Monthly  Meetings  this  past  year.  They 
reported  encouraging  signs  of  growth,  both 
spiritual  and  numerical,  among  Friends.  Some 
Preparative  Meetings  are  becoming  Monthly 
Meetings,  and  many  new  worship  groups  have 
sprung  up  this  past  year.  Among  the  Committee’s 
major  activities  were: 

1)  Correspondence  with  Boulder  and  Denver, 
Colorado,  and  Seoul,  Korea  Meetings  regarding 
affiliation  with  a larger  group  of  Friends. 

2)  Making  provision  for  the  funds  and  books 
of  Salt  Lake  City  Meeting. 

3)  Working  with  the  Secretary  to  set  up 
membership  categories  for  statistical  records, 
so  that  a uniform  standard  for  reporting  could 
be  established. 

4)  Examination  of  the  existence  and  effec- 
tiveness of  Monthly  Meeting  Committees  of 
Ministry  and  Oversight  or  Counsel. 

5)  Preparation  of  a statement  on  the  func- 
tions and  responsibilities  of  Monthly  Meeting 
Clerks,  which  is  to  be  circulated  to  all  Meet- 
ings this  year  and  considered  by  the  Yearly 
Meeting  in  1963. 

6)  Preparation  of  a similar  statement  regard- 
ing this  Committee  itself. 

7)  Assistance  in  arranging  leadership  and 
assignments  to  Worship-Fellowship  Groups  at 
Yearly  Meeting. 

8)  Visits  to  the  Western  Friends  Conference 
in  Canada  and  the  All-Friends  Conference  in 
Mexico,  as  well  as  to  most  Monthly  Meetings 
of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 

NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

In  addition  to  the  appointments  of  Officers 
and  Committee  members  for  1962-63  (see  page 
5),  Yearly  Meeting  approved  this  Committee 
recommendation: 

Indian  Affairs.  After  a study  of  this  subject, 
Claremont  Monthly  Meeting  recommends  that 
the  needs  of  Yearly  Meeting  would  best  be 
served  by  reporting  through  the  Bulletin  on 
Indian  affairs.  The  Social  Order  Committee  was 
instructed  to  name  one  of  its  members,  or  co-opt 
a Friend  versed  in  Indian  affairs,  to  report  to 
the  March  Interim  Committee. 

Yearly  Meeting  approved  the  Clerk’s  ap- 
pointment of  Shirley  Hilfinger  (Phoenix)  as 
Chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee  for  1963. 
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PEACE  COMMITTEE 

Besides  the  Friend  in  the  Orient  and  Friend 
in  Washington  programs,  this  Committee  pre- 
sented the  following  reports  and  concerns: 
Gandhian  Books  for  Korea.  The  Bruners  will 
take  with  them  the  books  so  far  given  for  this 
program.  Books  on  Quakerism  are  also  wanted. 
They  may  be  sent  to:  Seoul  Friends  Meeting, 
c/o  Dr.  Kong’s  Eye  Clinic,  P.  0.  Box  Kwang- 
Wha-Moon  10,  Seoul,  Korea. 

Ashram  or  Study  Training  Center  for  Peace. 
Several  Meetings  have  expressed  interest  in 
this  proposal.  (See  Santa  Fe  Meeting's  “A  Minute 
of  Concern"  in  the  February  1962  BULLETIN.)  The 
Committee  felt  unable  to  further  the  concern  at 
this  time,  but  suggested  that  Friends  explore 
such  interim  possibilities  as  weekend  confer- 
ences on  a regional  basis,  or  Monthly  Meeting 
peace  training  study  sessions. 

A Minute  of  Gratitude  to  Honolulu  Meeting, 
which  has  served  the  whole  Yearly  Meeting 
through  its  unusual  witness  for  peace  in  caring 
for  those  who  sailed  boats  into  the  Pacific  to 
protest  nuclear  testing. 

Committee  on  Sufferings.  Friends  approved 
sending  a minute  to  Monthly  and  regional  Meet- 
ings urging  them  to  take  responsibility  for  the 
care  of  Friends  suffering  for  acts  of  conscience. 
“Some  may  need  financial  help,  some  help  with 
work  begun  and  interrupted,  all  will  need  spiri- 
tual sustenance  and  the  assurance  of  love  and 
support.”  Those  moved  to  action  will  be  en- 
couraged to  bring  their  contemplated  action  to 
the  Meeting  and  seek  concurrence  through  a 
Minute  of  Liberation. 

At  a later  session,  the  Clerk  was  asked  to 
send  messages  of  sustaining  love  on  behalf  of 
the  Yearly  Meeting  to  our  Friends  who  are  now 
in  prison. 

Peace  Centers.  Gordon  Healton  of  Sacramento 
Meeting  spoke  of  their  experience  in  finding 
that  people  of  diverse  interests,  occupations  and 
orientation  can  work  cooperatively  in  community 
ventures  for  peace.  It  was  suggested  that 
Friends  consider  what  part  they  can  play  in 
creating  a Peace  Center  in  their  community,  or 
supporting  those  that  now  exist. 

SECRETARY’S  REPQRT 

As  of  June  1,  1962,  there  were  1,364  adult 
members  in  the  34  Monthly  Meetings  of  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting.  161  were  new  members,  100  by 
convincement,  the  rest  by  transfer  or  the  as- 
sumption of  adult  membership  by  Junior  Mem- 
bers. About  165  members  of  Meetings  outside 
our  Yearly  Meeting  attend  here,  plus  over  600 
attenders.  Junior  Members  number  716,  and  over 
500  children  are  regular  attenders. 

Meeting  activities  this  past  year  evidence 
efforts  to  answer  positively  our  social  and  per- 
sonal Queries.  They  included: 


Discussion  and  Study  Programs  by  24  Meetings 
on  various  aspects  of  Quaker  history,  belief 
and  practice;  on  the  teachings  of  Jesus,  the 
the  New  English  Bible,  and  the  Ways  of  Man- 
kind. 

AFSC  projects  and  work  camps,  or  service  on 
the  staffs  or  committees  of  regional  Service 
Committee  offices. 

Visits  from  other  Friends,  both  within  and  out- 
side our  Yearly  Meeting,  many  of  whom  spoke  at 
gatherings  of  Friends  or  at  public  meetings. 

Public  Meetings  with  a variety  of  topics  and 
speakers,  ranging  from  a film  on  Barpali  and  a 
Gandhian  workshop  to  a talk  on  Integration  in 
Indianapolis. 

An  active  concern  for  peace,  witnessed  by 
peace  walks  and  vigils,  seminars  on  the  UN 
and  World  Order,  work  with  local  Peace  Cen- 
ters, workshops,  and  discussion  groups. 

Social  concerns,  expressed  through  such  proj- 
ects as  visits  to  prisons,  detention  homes, 
state  hospitals,  a school  for  retarded  children, 
and  sponsorship  of  refugee  families  and  foster 
children. 

Individual  and  Meeting  Growth  by  means  of 
weekend  retreats,  family  nights,  visits  to  dis- 
tant Friends,  sacrjficial  meals,  workshops  on 
religious  education,  and  Open  House  for  a day 
of  prayer. 

SOCIAL  ORDER  COMMITTEE 

This  Committee’s  report  dealt  with  these 
concerns,  which  have  been  uppermost  in  the 
minds  of  Friends  this  past  year: 

Treatment  of  Offenders.  At  a panel  discussion 
held  on  this  topic.  Friends  from  several  areas 
told  of  efforts  they  and  others  are  making  in 
rehabilitation  of  prisoners  in  both  county  and 
state  institutions,  work  with  teen-age  delin- 
quents, visits  to  prisoners’  families,  assistance 
to  parolees  in  adjusting  to  normal  life  again, 
and  other  activities.  They  emphasized  that  we 
are  responsible  for  the  condition  of  our  jails 
and  prisons,  and  it  is  up  to  us  to  work  for  im- 
provement of  conditions  and  treatment. 

Arizona  Loyalty  Oath.  The  Committee  brought 
Friends  up  to  date  on  the  present  situation  of 
those  who  are  testing  the  Arizona  loyalty  oath 
legislation  in  the  courts.  With  extraordinary 
persistence,  and  with  the  continuing  support  of 
Pima  Monthly  Meeting,  those  challenging  this 
principle  of  “government  through  intimidation” 
have  continued  to  teach  without  pay  in  the 
Tucson  public  schools,  and  are  now  hopeful  of 
bringing  their  case  to  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court. 
But  the  need  is  great  for  funds  both  for  their 
maintenance  and  for  court  fees.  Friends  at 
Yearly  Meeting  contributed  $126.94  to  this 
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fund.  Additional  gifts  may  be  sent  to:  Richard 
Gorby,  Treasurer,  Emergency  Committee  to 
Defend  Liberties  of  Arizona  Public  Employees, 
2648  North  Fair  Oaks,  Tucson,  Arizona. 

The  Committee  also  encouraged  Monthly 
Meetings  to  hold  thoughtful  discussions  of 
Friends’  practices  as  they  relate  to  our  tradi- 
tional position  on  oaths,  especially  regarding 
loyalty  oaths.  While  this  is  a matter  of  indi- 
vidual conscience,  the  Committee  feels  it 
would  be  helpful  to  know  Friends’  thinking  on 
this  matter. 

Race  Relations.  In  order  to  re-emphasize 
Friends’  position  regarding  the  rights  and  dig- 
nity of  all  men,  and  to  aid  in  building  a peaceful 
world,  the  Committee  urges  Friends  and  Meet- 
ings: 

1)  to  encourage  all  people  to  join  with  them 
in  worship  and  fellowship. 

2)  to  support  efforts  by  local  community 
groups  to  eliminate  discrimination  in  employ- 
ment, housing  and  education. 

3)  to  make  known  to  all  that  their  business 
transactions,  especially  in  the  area  of  housing, 
are  without  regard  to  race,  religion,  or  national 
origin. 

Alcoholism.  The  Committee  presented  Sacra- 
mento Meeting’s  proposal  that  taxes  on  alcoholic 
beverages  be  used  to  support  rehabilitation 
facilities  for  alcoholics.  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 
endorsed  the  efforts  of  this  Meeting  to  have 
such  legislation  passed  in  California,  and  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  it  might  be  done  in  other 
states  as  well. 

Freedom  Riders.  Mary  Jorgensen  gave  a moving 
account  of  her  experiences  as  a Freedom  Rider 
in  Mississippi  last  summer.

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FRIENDS’  WAYS  OF  PROTESTING 
AND  BUILDING 

The  first  evening  session  of  this  Yearly  Meeting  was 
devoted  not  to  business  matters  hut  to  a sharing  of  ideas, 
insights  and  questions  on  the  ways  Friends  witness  to 
their  beliefs  in  today's  world.  Four  Friends  — Ed  Sanders, 
Catherine  Bruner,  Ross  Flanagan  and  Walt  Raitt  — were 
asked  by  the  Clerk  to  begin  our  thinking;  others  then  ex- 
pressed their  thoughts.  The  discussion  was  open-ended, 
as  it  must  he,  hut  the  probing  of  our  hearts  begun  that 
night  deepened  the  other  sessions  of  Yearly  Meeting.  What 
follows  is  just  a sampling  of  some  of  the  ideas  put  forth 
and  the  questions  raised.  Readers  are  invited  to  comment 
more  fully  on  these  reflections,  through  the  BULLETIN . 

This  is  a Yearly  Meeting  free  of  long  commit- 
ments, providing  a place  where  we  can  experi- 
ment, tell  each  other  our  concerns,  and  listen  to 
one  another.  Action  must  arise  out  of  our  indivi- 
dual experience,  but  we  should  get  as  near  as 
we  can  to  what  others  are  doing.  We  may  not  be 
able  to  “walk  naked  through  the  streets,”  but 
perhaps  we  can  carry  the  clothes  of  those  who 
do.  Whatever  our  attitude  about  public  witness, 
we  should  remember  that  the  Quaker  tradition 
is  a prophetic  one,  and  that  the  protestors  are 
in  this  tradition.  Remember,  too,  that  prophets 
are  not  perfect  people. 

...Do  Friends  really  have  a unique  contri- 
bution? We  are  sometimes  corrupted  by  being 
known  as  “good  people.”  The  essential  query 
is:  What  is  God’s  will  for  me?  Our  role  is  not 
to  save  the  world,  but  to  speak  truth  to  power, 
not  to  wait  for  others  to  act,  but  to  muster 
courage  to  disarm  ourselves,  to  really  open 
ourselves  to  God’s  leading. 

...Friends’  special  contribution  lies  in  build- 
ing intentional  communities  without  institu- 
tionalism. 

...We  must  say  one  large  “Yes”  so  that  we 
can  say  many  smaller  “Noes.” 

...What  about  those  who  must  stay  at  home? 
The  daily,  less  dramatic  witness  is  also  essen- 
tial. We  need  more  happy  homes  where  people 
keep  their  tempers  and  live  in  courage,  tran- 
quility and  hope. 

...The  genius  of  Quakerism  is  that  Friends 
can  cherish  the  love  between  us  even  when  we 
differ  widely  in  ideas  and  ways  of  acting:  this 
the  world  does  not  believe  to  be  possible,  but 
we  have  shown  them  that  it  is. 

. . . Why  are  Friends  not  ready? 

...What  are  Friends  to  be  ready  for?  Are  we 
ready  to  do  the  thing  that  is  ours  to  do?  Per- 
haps readiness  is  reached  only  after  we  have 
begun  to  act. 

...We  must  learn  how  to  really  reach  others, 
going  beyond  the  outer  shell. 

. . . Our  commitment  is  to  seek  the  kingdom  of 
God.  While  this  search  is  often  joyful,  the  find- 
ing brings  us  up  against  the  cost,  which  we 
tend  to  push  away.  We  must  be  willing  to  pay 
this  cost. 

. . . The  finding  of  God  within,  put  into  action, 
releases  us  to  the  joy  of  living.

CHILDREN'S  PROGRAM

HIGHLIGHTS  OF 

PACIFIC  JUNIOR  YEARLY  MEETING 

A beach  party  on  Friday  night  was  a fitting 
climax  to  the  week.  After  a swim  in  the  surf, 
“roasted  sausages”  (hot  dogs  to  the  uninitiated 
who  did  not  hear  the  Epistle  from  Ireland  Young 
Friends)  tasted  delicious.  Mauricle  Hussey,  a 
British  Friend  who  was  with  us  for  a while  that 
evening,  gave  a fascinating  talk  about  her 
experiences  in  the  Soviet  Union.  Singing  beside 
the  campfire  occupied  us  for  the  rest  of  the 
evening  — cool  air  and  wet  hair  made  the  fires 
welcome ! 

The  closeness  which  all  Young  Friends  felt 
the  first  night  at  our  get-acquainted  party  v/as 
sustained  throughout  Yearly  Meeting.  As  we 
parted  for  another  year,  each  Young  Friend  took 
with  him  much  food  for  thought  and  contem- 
plation. 

“One  of  the  most  rewarding  sessions  I have 
ever  experienced.”  These  words  by  one  Young 
Friend  about  the  1962  Pacific  Junior  Yearly 
Meeting  express  the  feelings  of  the  rest  of  us. 
It  was  a full  and  wonderful  week. 

Our  discussion  groups  were  fascinating,  and 
we  had  excellent  leaders.  Hugh  Campbell-Brown 
led  a stimulating  discussion  on  “Your  Idea  of 
God;”  Bob  Barns  was  with  us  for  two  films. 
Language  of  Faces  and  Which  Way  the  Wind. 
Cecil  Thomas  told  us  of  the  Friend  in  Wash- 
ington program  and  social  protests,  both  sub- 
jects in  which  the  Young  Friends  are  very 
interested. 

One  of  the  best  features  of  this  Yearly 
Meeting  was  being  with  the  adults  more  than 
was  possible  last  year.  We  joined  them  at  the 
Tuesday  evening  session  on  “Friends  Ways  of 
Protesting  and  Building;”  at  the  talk  Monte 
Steadman  gave  about  sailing  the  Everyman  II 
into  the  nuclear  test  area;  and  at  the  Worship- 
Fellowship  groups,  from  all  of  which  we  gained 
a great  deal. 

We  also  had  our  own  worship  times  at  7 each 
morning  in  the  college  amphitheater.

Three  business  sessions  were  held  this 
year,  in  the  mornings  following  Worship- 
Fellowship  groups.  Each  opened  with  a few 
moments  of  silence  that  emphasized  the  deep 
fellowship  we  shared. 

The  Junior  Yearly  Meeting  approved  the 
adult  clerks’  request  that  we  send  a page  to 
each  of  the  adult  sessions,  and  several  Young 
Friends  were  appointed  for  this  purpose.  Those 
who  had  served  as  pages  last  year  spoke  of 
how  worthwhile  they  felt  it  was  to  observe  the 
adult  group  in  action. 

The  Epistle  was  discussed,  and  the  group 
expressed  the  importance  of  having  one  which 
genuinely  reflected  the  feeling  of  the  Junior 
Yearly  Meeting.

OTHER  CONCERNS 

The  Peace  and  Social  Action  Committee 
presented  a concern  about  the  lack  of  communi- 
cation between  Young  Friends  of  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  and  those  of  pastoral  Friends  Meetings. 
After  much  discussion,  Judy  Bruff  and  Cathy 
Cox  were  named  to  meet  with  Paul  Partington, 
a young  adult  member  of  California  Yearly 
Meeting,  to  talk  over  the  possibility  of  ex- 
changing representatives  with  them. 

The  Young  Friends  decided  to  read  their 
letter  regarding  this  concern  to  the  adult  busi- 
ness session: 

“Feeling  a concern  for  the  lack  of  communi- 
cation between  silent  and  pastoral  Friends 
groups,  the  Young  Friends  Peace  and  Social 
Action  Committee  would  like  to  suggest  that 
an  effort  be  made  by  the  whole  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  Young  Friends  group  to  obtain  the 
attendance  of  an  Oregon  or  California  Yearly 
Meeting  Young  Friend  to  the  1963  session  of 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.  The  Peace  Committee 
hopes  that  this  will  be  only  a first  step  in 
initiating  an  exchange  and  visitation  program 
to  promote  greater  understanding  among  Friends 
everywhere.  Perhaps  it  may  in  time  include  the 
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exchange  of  a Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Young 
Friend  with  one  from  a different  area  of  the 
nation  or  the  world.  We  believe  that  a project 
of  this  sort  is  a valuable  step  toward  peace  in 
a society  in  which  misunderstanding  is  so  fre- 
quent, and  we  urge  that  the  group  give  deep 
consideration  and  thought  to  this  idea.” 

The  Clerk,  Nina  Dodd,  read  a letter  from 
Bill  Bruff,  last  year’s  Junior  Clerk,  explaining 
his  stand  on  registration  for  the  draft.  A copy 
of  his  letter  to  Attorney  General  Robert  Kennedy 
was  also  read.  (See  The  Light  versus  the  Law, 
opposite.) 

A project  was  suggested  for  the  Young 
Friends:  a predominantly  Negro  college  in  the 
South  needs  13,000  books  before  it  can  be  ac- 
credited and  receive  Federal  funds  for  improve- 
ment. The  address  is:  Miles  College,  Birming- 
ham, Alabama. 

It  was  suggested  that  a member  of  the  adult 
Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee  meet  with  the 
Junior  Yearly  Meeting  Ministry  and  Counsel; 
this  will  be  put  into  practice  next  year. 

Epistles  from  three  Junior  Yearly  Meetings 
were  read:  New  York,  East  Africa,  and  Ireland.

THE  LIGHT  VERSUS  THE  LAW 


Bill  Bruff,  former  Clerk  of  Pacific  Junior 
Yearly  Meeting,  notified  the  Government  just 
after  his  eighteenth  birthday  of  his  refusal  to 
register  for  the  draft. 

In  a letter  to  Attorney  General  Robert  Ken- 
nedy, Bill  said  in  part:  “Motivated  by  deep 
religious  and  moral  convictions,  I feel  that  it  is 
utterly  wrong  to  support  or  participate  in  any 
system  that  is  designed  to  destroy  the  lives  of 
human  beings.  . . 

“I  realize  that  provision  is  made  in  the  Se- 
lective Service  Draft  Law  for  me  to  register  as 
a conscientious  objector.  I feel  that  this  move 
would  totally  betray  my  conscience  and  convic- 
tions since  I must  totally  reject  a system  which 
1 abhor.  . . 

“In  this  nuclear  age  it  is  imperative  that  we 
find  an  alternative  to  war  with  or  through  the 
United  Nations  or  through  our  national  govern- 
ment. The  trend  towards  peace  which  was  felt 
in  the  past  few  years  has  suffered  a grave  set- 
back with  the  resumption  or  continuation  of 
nuclear  testing  on  the  part  of  major  world  powers. 

“But  we  are  not  freed  from  our  obligation  to 
seek  peace  merely  because  another  nation  has 
turned  again  to  nuclear  weapons  for  security. 
I feel  that  we  are  doubly  challenged,  as  indi- 
viduals and  as  a nation,  to  hold  to  the  Christian 
ideals  and  morals  which  we  as  a nation  profess. 
If  this  cannot  be  done  as  a nation,  then  I feel 
that  the  only  alternative  left  is  for  individuals 
to  cry  out  against  a philosophy  of  international 
relations  and  a way  of  life  which  are  morally 
and  spiritually  wrong.  . . ” 

After  quoting  the  Declaration  of  Friends  to 
Charles  II  in  1660,  the  letter  ends: 

“In  the  light  of  this,  my  religious  training, 
I submit  to  the  spirit  that  moves  me  to  deny  the 
law  of  my  country  which  demands  registration 
with  the  military  draft.  1 hope  that  in  this  way 
I contribute  to  a world  in  which  my  children  may 
grow  and  mature  without  the  hate,  fear,  war,  and 
nuclear  testing  which  have  so  often  been  the 
moral  determinants  in  my  lifetime.” 

Bill,  the  son  of  Dorothy  and  Bill  Bruff  of 
Whitleaf  Meeting,  has  just  begun  his  first  year 
at  Antioch  College  in  Yellow  Springs,  Ohio. 
After  several  months  of  academic  work,  he  will 
leave  the  campus  for  on-the-job  training,  fol- 
lowed by  a return  to  the  college. 

The  possible  penalty  for  refusal  to  register 
for  the  draft  is  imprisonment  in  a Federal  peni- 
tentiary. Friends  are  reminded  that  Bob  Duckies, 
son  of  Ed  and  Jean  Duckies  of  Mexico  City 
Meeting,  is  already  imprisoned  for  his  refusal 
to  register  for  the  draft.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 

Below  are  comments  from  several  Friends  about  their  ex- 
periences at  this  Yearly  Meeting.  Together  with  the  Closing 
Minute  that  follows,  they  provide  a picture  of  the  whole 
beyond,  the  reports,  discussions  and  decisions  summarized 
above. 

I am  glad  that  you  asked  me  to  write  my  im- 
pressions of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  as  a first- 
time attender.  This  is  not  the  difficult  task  I 
had  at  first  anticipated,  since  I found  the  days 
were  full  of  provocation  and  inspiration. 

I am  what  Friends  term  a Seeker,  coming 
from  a long  upbringing  in  various  Protestant 
sects,  and  now  at  a point  in  life  where  Truth 
is  hard  to  identify.  (I  found  a comforting  number 
of  people  at  PYM  in  the  same  boat.)  I became 
acquainted  with  the  fruits  of  service  of  the 
Friends  before  knowing  anything  about  their 
faith.  As  I continue  to  learn  more  about  both 
aspects,  one  impression  never  changes:  that 
Friends  come  closer  to  practicing  Christ’s 
teaching  than  any  other  religious  body  I have 
known.  And  practicing  is  the  key  word  here. 

This  impression  was  strengthened  at  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting,  which  1 attended  for  the  first 
time  this  year.  Despite  deep  and  apparent  dif- 
ferences, the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  — love,  joy, 
peace,  kindness,  goodness,  gentleness,  self- 
control  — were  always  in  evidence. 

I puzzled  over  this  a good  deal,  for  I found 
the  people  at  Yearly  Meeting  quite  as  human  as 
anyone  else  in  the  world.  I would  like  to  men- 
tion some  of  the  things  it  seems  to  me  help 
make  the  puzzle  fit: 

a)  The  practice  of  listening  to  the  Inner 
Voice  and  to  the  corporate  voice  (the  sense  of 


the  Meeting).  When  there  seemed  to  be  too  much 
talking  or  dissidence,  a moment  of  silence  was 
called  for.  This  forcing  of  one  to  look  inward 
seems  to  result  in  a habit  of  self  and  group 
evaluation  which  prevents  discussion  from  be- 
coming mere  talk. 

b)  The  calibre  of  leadership  — people  with 
great  intellect  who  are  also  deeply  spiritual, 
who  can  laugh  at  themselves,  and  who  are  un- 
failingly optimistic. 

These  qualities  give  the  Society  of  Friends 
a continuing  strength  which  is  felt  throughout 
the  world.  And  I feel  happy  and  privileged  to 
have  had  the  opportunity  to  see  this  strength 
in  the  making. 

As  for  myself,  I am  going  to  try  to  follow 
Anna  Brinton’s  advice  “to  do  less,  better.”
